An accident as horrifying as the grade 


crossing accidents that take place from 
time to time and startle the community 
that is the scene and set the country gen- 
erally talking, happened near Cheshire 
yesterday afternoon with fatal result. 


A party of about forty young people 


irom this town drove to the home of Fred 
Jakes in East Cheshire to observe Memor- 
ial day in a manner like to which they 
have observed it for several years past. 
When it came time to return home a 
number of the party decided to drive 
around by Cheshire and enjoy the beauti- 
ful scenery on that pleasant evening. 
Those who decided to come that way were 
W. H. Chase, editor of the Sunday Demo- 
crat ; Andrew Rogers, H. P. Linnell, Miss 
Christina Birch, Miss Ida Boynton and 
Miss Lottie Raymond. This party drove 
in a three-seated 
rig hired from C. 


H. Berry of this town and proceeded 
along gayly to a point in the road known 
as "Scrabble town Dugway hill." 
There 


is a short turn in the road at this point 
and the hill is very steep. Coming down 
this hill the wagon pressed bard upon the 
horses and the brake was not applied. W. 
H. Chas,e was driving and pulled hard up- 
on the animals to prevent a too sudden 
descent. He was unable to exert enough 
power and Mr. Linnel!, who sat behind 
him reached over aud helped at the reins. 


How it happened no one seems to 


be able to tell, but the wagon upset and 
the horses darted away. 
There was no 


disposition on the part of the horses to 
run, they acted very peacefully and held 
back to the extent of their 
powers. 


When the wagon upset the occupants did 
not realize how serious the accident was 
that happened to them. 
Miss Boynton 


was about the first to grasp the situation. 
She had been thrown out and Mr. Linnell 
tell upon her and a wagon seat on top of 
him. The other occupants of the wagon 
were in a heap. As soon as Miss Boynton 
realized what had happened she forced 
herself into the middle of the street and 
shouted at the top of her voice. Two 
women were walking down the road and 
attracted by her cries returned and ren- 
dered what assistance they could. 


Immediately after upsetting the sight 


was a terrible one. All tried to struggle 
to their feet and most succeeded. A large 
piece of wood had pierced Mr. Roger's 
cheek and was hanging from the wound. 
Mr. Linnell pulled it out. Blood was 
streaming from the heads of Miss Ray- 
mond and Miss Birch- Miss Birch's face 
was entirely covered with blood. 
Mr, 


chase was not rational. He staggered to 
his feet and incoherently inquired "An 
accident has happened; who is injured? 


Mr. Linnell displayed great strength of 


mind and considerable heroism. The all 
prominent thought was what was to be 
done. There was a house near, but no 
one was at home. There was a tin pan 
in the yard, whose last use seemed to 
have 
been feeding chickens, and this 


utensil Mr. Linnell 
picked 
up and 


went 
for water. 
His will 
power 


was much greater than his physical ability 
and he came near falling several times. 
He rebelled successfully against his weak- 
ness and procured some water. Aided by 
Miss Boynton he did what he could with 
cool liquid to revive his injured compan- 
ions. Mr. Chase mechanically helped 
Miss Birch from the road side into the 
farm house yard and Miss Raymond was 
removed there also. Mr. Chase then lay 
down and Mr. Rogers lay on the road side. 
Miss Boynton set to bathing Mr. Chase's 
head and while so engaged the first sym- 
toms of the terrible convulsions that often 
follow injury to the brain showed itself. 
He bent his head back most painfully and 
then Miss Boynton was taken away. 


By that time the news of the accident 


had travelled and people of the neighbor- 
hood were gathering. A. R. Dean hap- 
pened along about the first and paid the 
injured the best attention. Dr. Kinsley 
arrived about twenty 
minutes 
after 


the wagon upset and proceeded to 
make the injured as comfortable as possi- 
ble. Doctors at Adams were summoned 
by telephone and Drs. Burton, Thayer, 
Bond and Boom responded quickly. The 
first team that arrived was sent back to 
Mr. Jakes' farm to notify the people there 
of the disaster. Mr. Jakes hurried directly 
to Adams and overtook another division 
of the party and had it return to Cheshire. 
In this division were Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
erts, Mr. and Mrs. Childs and Mr. and 
Mrs. Wells Darrow. Mrs. Small, a trained 
nurse who was at the farm, was hurried 
to the spot. 


In about an hour after the accident the 


seriously injured were -removed to the 
Hoosac Valley house at Cheshire. Land- 
lord Welch was most hospitable. Moving 
the injured was a difficult problem. Mr. 
Chase, who had just been seized by con- 
vulsions when Dr. Kinsley arrived, was 
considered the most seriously injured and 
was taken upon Mr.^ Dean's wagon to the 
hotel. The distance is a mile and a quar- 
ter and the march was a laborious one. It 
took three trips to complete the slow 
work. Mr. Chase was taken first. The 
young women were taken without much 
difficulty by Mr. Dean's brother. 
The 


moving of Mr. Rogers was the most 
difficult 
task. 
A 
sofa 
was 
placed 


in the wagon and he was placad upon it 
and the horse moved at a slow walk for 
about a mile. The pain became unbeara- 
ble to Mr. Rogers and the procession had 
to stop. The sofa was taken down out of 
the wagon and about a dozen men carried 
it and its suffering burden over a quarter 
of a mile. 


When all the seriously injured were 


lodged in the hotel a good opportunity 
was given the doctors to determine the 
extent of the injuries. Mr. Chase's prin- 
cipal injury was on the top of his head. 
His skull was badly bruised, but not 
fractured, his right shoulder and felbow 
ware sprained and he suffered from con- 
cussion of the brain. 
Mr. Rogers had 


one or more lower ribs broken, had inter- 
nal injuries and cuts on the face. 
Miss 


Raymond suffered a long scalp wound and 
contusions on the head. 
Miss Birch's 


forehead was very badly cut, her nose was 
fractured and her right shoulder was 


sprained. The scalp wounds of the young 
women are very bad, reaching three and 
four inches in length. Miss Boynton suf- 
fered a sprained ankle and several bruises 
and Mr. Liunell lost several teeth and was 
cut and bruised about the head. Miss 
Boynton and My. Linnell came home on 
the late train last night. It was the inten- 
tention to bring'the young women home 
this afternoon. Mr. Chase was able to 
talk this morning. 
His physicians are 


hopeful, but he cannot be pronounced 
out of danger. He cannot be removed. 


At first Mr. Bogers was not considered 


dangerously hurt. His mother,brother and 
sister went down and saw him last night 
and came home, believing him not in 
danger and leaving him in the care of Dr. 
Brown. This morning unexpected devel- 
opments arose and Mrs. Rogers was sum- 
moned to her son's bedside. 
The end 


was drawing near, but the young ma«i he- 
roically said when he saw his mother 
'•mother I must live for you." In a few 
minutes he was dead. It is believed death 
was caused by the laceration of the liver 
caused by the broken ribs. Dr. Paddock 
who was upon the scene last night is in 
favor of an examination should the family 
will it. 


Andrew Rogers was twenty-four years 


of age. He was born in North Benning- 
ton, Vt, and was brought here with his 
parents when he was but a child. 
He 


learned the machinist trade with James 
Hunter & Sons and worked at Hopedale 
and Fitchburg. He returned to the Hun- 
ter company and has been with them 
seven years. He was an industrious and 
honorable young man, widely known and 
generally admired. He resided on North 
street with his mother Mrs. Anna Rogers 
and his sister, Miss Lizzie Rogers. Besides 
he is survived by a brother John of this 
town, William of Pownal, Vt., and Sam- 
uel of Augusta, Me. The funeral will take 
place Sunday. 


Edward Sherman's horse was coming 


toward the North Adams party's team 
and just immediately after the disaster 
happened Mr. Sherman's team and the 
North Adams horses collided. Mr. Sher- 
man was thrown out and received bad 
scalp wounds and sorre very painful 
bruises. The magnitude of the other acci- 
dent prevents the accident to Mr. Sher- 
man being properly recognized. He is 
under the care of the village doctor and 
nothing serious is anticipated. 


The disaster stirred up this community 


to a great degree. It assured as much 
sympathy as the recent Hoosac tunnel 
horror. Accurate intelligence was slow of 
reaching this town and it was awaited 
with much impatience. The prominence 
of the parties involved as well as the ser- 
iousness of the accident made interest in 
it almost general. The towns of Adams 
and Cheshire were alike disturbed. Many 
went from Adams and some from this 
town to the scene. The relatives of the 
injured hurried to the spot. Crowds hung 
around Hoosac Valley hotel to the latest 
hour and since her centennial there has 
been no snch commotion in Cheshire. 


Lewis Chase did not hear of his broth- 


er's accident until noon today. He was 
in Barre, Vt., and did not return until the 
12 o'clock train. When told of the acci- 
dent he was ouVipletely overcome. Mr. 
Chase's parents did not hear of the hap- 
pening until this morning. They imme- 
diately started for Cheshire. 


Editor Chase Worse. 


At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon the TKAN- 


SCKIPT talked by telephone with Dr. 
Kinsley, the physician attending Editor 
Chase in Cheshire. He said that Mr. 
Chase was not so well this afternoon and 
was in an extremely critical condition. 
He was unconscious except when roused 
and was lying in a comatose condition; 
there were symptons of pressure on the 
brain resulting from the crushing in of 
the skull, and while there was no exter- 
nal sign of a break on the skull, there was 
undoubtedly a fracture or parting of a 
suture. 
This morning from 7:30 to 9 


o'clock the injured man was conscious 
and brightened up enough to converse, 
but since that time had shown bad symp- 
tons. There was no immediate danger of 
death for several days, probably, and an 
operation of trepanning would likely be 
performed when the nature of the injuries 
had developed.

The Memorial day observances in this 


town passed off in accordance with the 
programme previously published. The 
weather was fair, but excessively warm. 
Still this was preferable to rain, which so 
many times has made the day one of dis- 
comfort to the organizations taking part 
and to the general public. 


At about 9 o'clock in the morning C. D. 


Sanford post escorted by Lincoln Camp, 
Sons of Veterans and followed by the 
Boy's brigade of the several churches, 
marched to the West Main street cemetery 
headed by Clapp's band and decorated the 
soldiers graves, 158 in number.

In the afternoon the organiza- 
tions which were to take part in the parade 
reported in front of the Adams National 
bank building and were assigned to places 
in the line, which moved at 1.30 o'clock in 
the following order:

The line of March was up Main and 


through Eagle. River,Holden, Main, State, 
Summer and Church streets to the soldiers' 
monument, where a halt was made and 
the monument was decorated, the band 
playing a dirge in the meantime. The 
column then moved down Main street to 
Marshall street and 
countermarched. 


When it reached the Adams National 
bank a number of associate members of 
the post fell in under command of Sheriff 
Frink. Near the soldiers' monument a 
platform had been erected, and here Mar- 
shal Lyon and his staff, with invited guests 
reviewed the line as it moved past on its 
way to the Methodist church, in which 
the exercises were held. 


The exercises here were of the pleasant- 


est and most enjoyable kind. 
Proof of 


this is the fact that the large audience 
which completely filled the church sat 
attentive aud interested, in spite of the 
extreme heat, during more than an hour 
and a half while the program was carried 
out. 


On the platform were those in command 


of the different organizations which were 
in the street parade, Marshal Lyon and 
his aids, the Rev Mr. Tibbetts, Col. Rich- 
ardson and K. G. Rowe. Clapp's military 
band was stationed in the gallery at the 


1 rear of the church, while a chorus of 
school children under the charge of Prof. 


I Tower made up the choir. 
The little 


i school girls who represented the different 
states were seated immediately in front of 
the platform. 
Members of the Grand 


Army, associate members and 
town 


officials were given seats at the front of 
the audience to the right. 


A pretty sight indeed was the march of 


the forty-four little school girls, each 
bearing a small flag, as thty came up the 
aisle of the church and took the seats 
appointed for them. The exercises were 
then begun by all present joining in the 
singing of "America," and prayer by Rev. 
Mr. Tebbetts who acted in the place of 
Rev. Mr. Brown who was absent making 
the meiiorial address in Blackinton. 


Clapp's band then played "Memories of 


the War," a medley made up of our more 
famous national airs. And it was splen- 
didly done, and highly appreciated by the 
audience, as were all the band pieces 
played during the exercises. 
The band's 


playing,! n fact, added largely to the suc- 
cess of the whole program. 


F. J. Lyon, marshal of the day, then 


made a hrlef address as follows: 


"I shall not detain you long by any 
lengthy speech of my own today. We in- 
stituted a more interesting and instructive 
custom last year—that of letting the ris- 
ing generation rehearse the records of 
valor and patriotism, and pay their just 
tributes of praise. But I want to just say 
that I believe it a noble work for the 
Grand Army of the Republic to interest 
the boys and the girls in the spirit of the 
work we are performing today, viz., the 
sacred duty and privilege of thus appro- 
appropriately keeping this national day 
in commemoration of the victory of na- 
tional union over disunion; of freedom 
over bondage; and reverently strewing 
spi ing's choicest flowers over the graves 
of our comrades who gave themselves that 
the coming generation might enjoy better 
homes and live better lives. 
"By this work we are not only perpetu- 
ating the memories of our nation's martyr 
dead, but we are instilling the spirit of 
patriotism and national pride and loyalty 
in these rising citizens of tomorrow. This 
is the aim and desire of the surviving 
members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. And when these gatherings that 
know us now shall know us np more for- 
ever, may the spirit of patriotism which 
has been aroused today still rally around 
our old flag which we loved, and defend 
her sacred interests as did those whose 
memories we commemorate today." 


Then followed, interspersed with music, 


the recitation of the states, each little 
girl walking to the platform and speak- 
ing a verse appropriate to the state she 
represented. This was done in four di- 
visions. The little colored girl who rep- 
resanted Alabama, and the little miss who 
wore "Massachusetts" on her badge were 
particularly appreciated by the audience. 
But to all of them and to those who 
drilled them great credit is due, for there 
was not a sign of hesitation in any of the 
little girls' delivery nor any confusion 
in their taking the platform. 


The teachers quartet, composed of 


Misses Costello, Allen, Flaherty, and 
Darrow, who sang "We Deck Their 
Graves Alike Today" caught the 
au- 


dience's favor and came back for an en- 
core. 


The recitations by members of Drury 


Academy were given as follows: "April, 
1861," Miss Maud Boynton; "A Tribute 
to our Honored Dead," William Barring- 
ton; "The Dandy Fifth," Miss Lizzie Cos- 
tello; "Immortal 
Memories, 
Homer 


Bushnell; "Foes United in Death," "Dec- 
oration Day on the plain," Miss Jose- 
phine Maxim; "Hail Columbia," James 
Chrystal. All the speakers held the au- 
dience well, but it was evident that the 
three young ladies were most in favor 
with the listeners as they deserved to be; 
but some allowance is due the young gen- 
tlemen because of the more prosaic na- 
ture of their pieces. Miss Lizzie Costello 
especially distinguished herself in b«r 
rendering of "The Dandy Fifth," and if 
an encore had been in order she wouid 
have had to return to the platform. 


Henry G. Rowe was then introduced 


and made a brief address in presenting 
souvenirs to the six speakers. These lit- 
tle mementoes of the day were gold pins 
upon which was engraved, "Memorial, 
1895." 


A solo and chorus then sang, "The Star 


Spangled Banner." Miss Josephine Cos- 
tello, as soloist, drew out a great deal of 
applause and was a prime favorite with 
her audience. There was no prettier part 
on the program then Miss Costello's sing- 
ing of the solo part in the stirring song 
rendered, supported by the little school 
girls waving flags. 


Benediction was then pronounced by 


Rev. Mr. Tebbetts, and the exercises at 
the church were at an end. The line of 
much was then re-formed and the col- 
umn disbanded in front of the Grand 
Army quarters in the National bank 
block. The post as a body were photo- 
graphed standing on the sidewalk after 
the exercises. 


But for the extreme heat of the day, no 


more enjoyable memorial exercises than 
those of yesterday could be desired by any 
Grand Army post. 


IN ADAMS. 


In the last few years the best citizens of 


the town have taken a deep interest in the 
Grand Army and every old soldier in town 
belongs to George E. Sayles post. The 
associate membership, which the post 
conceived less than twelve months past, 
has increased so that the representative 
men of the town took part in the parade.

Be- 
hind them were Officers Curran, Hodecker 
and Hiser, who were followed by Lafayette 
band. The rest of the line was as follows: 
Company M, Grand Army, decorated 
wagon, associate members G. A. R., car- 
riages containing veterans and quartette, 
St. Jean Bap'tiste society. The decorated 
wagon had at the top a seat containing 
Miss Maty D.ilton, who represented the 
Goddess of Liberty. On either side of her 
was a small boy, representative of the 
army and navy. At each corner was a 
young girl symbolical of charity, loyalty, 
unity and fraternity. Below were forty- 
four girls, rep resenting the states of the 
Union, each clad in white, carrying flow- 
ers and having around her head a blue 
band, upon which was printed in gold the 
name of the state which she repiesented. 


The line marched through Commercial, 


Liberty, Center, Park and Maple streets to 
the cemetery, where they decorated the 
graves, and then to the town hall. 


At the hall Commander Phelps read the 


usual ritual, and welcomed the people in 


• the name of his post. The baud then 
played America, after which F. S. Spauld- 
ing read an ode composed by F. O. Sayles 
of Park street. Miss Annie Cassidy 
Hughes sang the "Star Spangled Banner," 
receiving vigorous applause. 
Rev. Mr. 


Darling prayed and the quartet rendered 
a pretty selection. "The Boys in Blue," 
is the title of a poem which Mrs. Smith of 
Lee wrote and sent to Adams this week. 
Kev. P. Goettel read it to the gathering, 
which showed hearty approval. After an- 
nother solo, " Roll Call of the Veterans," 
by Mrs. Hughes, Mr. Spaulding said that 
the day eoes not bring anything to the 
mind of some people, it being only a com- 
mon-place matter to them. But to Grand 
Army men it means itu:h more. It seems 
that they are once more grasping the 
hands of their old comrades. He closed 
by paying tribute to the memory of Gen- 
erals Cogswell and Donohue and Secretary 
Gresham, all of whom have died within 
a few days past. 


The address of the day by Rev. A. B. 


Penniman was very fine, he giving an his- 
torical account from revolutionary times; 
when he claimed the civil war began. He 
lauded William and Floyd Garrison and 
other reformers. He condemned Webster 


j for his stand on the slave question. The 


North submitted too much to what the 
South wanted, and it took a long time to 
find it out. Mr. Penniman read statistics, 
showing the number ot men lost on both 
sides in the principal combate, and said 
there was no way the North could avoid it. 
Edwin Humphrey of Troy sang an elegant 
tenor solo, a prayer was said by Rev. Mr. 
Goettel, and after a quartette, the meeting 
was ended. 


AT STAMFORD. 


Through an oversight at last March 


meeting no marshal was appointed or ap- 
propriation made for Memorial day, and 
no move was made to keep it till last Sat- 
urday, when J. W. Millard was prevailed 
upon to act as marshal and arrange for 
exercises. At 9 a. m. the town hall was 
filled to listen to speaking by the school 
children. The exercises were opened by 
prayer by Rev. John Landry, and several 
of the boys and girls of the grammar and 
west hill schools spoke very creditably, 
especially on so short a notice. But the 
primary scholars bore off the palm, in a 
dialogue and drill exercises with wreaths. 
About twenty of the little ones did so well 
as to reflect great credit on themselves 
and teacher. At the close of the exer- 
cises a line of march was formed in this 
order: veterans and clergymen, grammar 
school and west and north schools, pri- 
mary school, and citizens. About 175 
marched north to the Baptist church and 
countermarched to the cemetery where 
a hollow square gave a grand place for 
speeches. Comrade Charles Fetters gave 
a stirring speech upon the capture of 
Vicksburg followed by Judge Hall and 
Rev. John Landry. Marching orders were 
given and the veterans marked the graves 
while the schoolchildren decorated them. 
As all were dismissed by Rev. A. L. 
Powell, many said this was the best yet. 


IN BLACKINTON. 


Memorial day was celebrated in Black-

THE LIBRARY SUNDAY OPENING. 


Tin- Jewish Sabbath is the oldest exist- 


ing national institution. Out of a horde 
of escaping slaves it created the Hebrew 
nation, and has preserved in vigor to this 
day a national life the most persistent and 
diMinetive in history. In a similar way 
the Puritan Sabbath made New England 
what it has distinctively been, and what' 
New England has been made this nation 
•uh.a it distinctively is. Therefore, our 
American Sabbath is an institution of the 
grc atest secular as well as religious im- 
portance; and any use of it that tends to 
affect its value is a matter for serious con- 
sideration. 


But social forces may change their form 


of expression without necessarily losing 
their essence. Our ancestors in Massa- 
chusetts at one time expressed their re- 
ligious interest by hanging witches and 
cutting the ears of Quakers. Such acts 
would now shock our religious sensibility; 
but. because this sensibility is more ten- 
der, it does not follow that the religious 
Jnti rest is less. Instead, it is evident that 
it has become greater. 


For our own peace of mind, we are 


obliged to look somewhat in this way up- 
on i\ part of the present observance of 
Thanksgiving day and of Memorial day. 
Thanksgiving day is the high public Sab- 
'jath of New England, and yet the students 
of one of her oldest colleges take this 
sacri d anniversary for their annual foot- 
'>all contest. Memorial day was set apart [ 
i'or consecration and national tribute to 
Mr heroes of the civil war, and yet it is 
availed of also for purposes of entertain- 
ment and money-making. Now, we can- 
not bring oursehcs to feel that these 
things mean that reverence for those who 
founded this nation and gratitude toward 
those who «aved it have passed or are 
passing from the minds and hearts of this I 
p.ople. To believe this would be to de-[ 
span- of the future; for irreverence and 
^ 


ingratitude are the sure signs of national 
decay. But this nation is not decaying, 
nor are its people irreverent or ungrate- 
ful : and, therefore, these changes of form 
cannot indicate a similar change of spirit. 


Now, if these objectionable changes of 


observance can be witnessed without de- 
spair, though not without keen regrets, in 
connection with these two sacred anni- 
%ersaries, so also may an open public li- 
brary in this town on Sundays not impair 
the essence of that day. Indeed, the use 
of Sunday in an educational way comes 
nearest its use in a religious way. 


It m.iy lie objected that to open this li- 


brary Sundays will be like preaching the 
gospel to the righteous, and that those 
.vill most frequent it who need its oppor- 
tunity least. But this objection is not 
conclusive, because none can dermine in 
advance the extent of such an oppor- 
tunity's influence. Any member of any 
circle who develops reading tastes, be- 
co:ne- to that circle a centre of literary 
afluence, whose value is determined by 
the character of the reading. Our library 
;s rilUd with good reading. Its influence 
mi1-! '>t good, and must continually ex- 
u.uid throughout a constantly enla-ging 
circk. We do not see that this public 
change of Sunday observance is not in 
kt-ej.hig with the Sabbath purpose, and 
think a regular attendance on that day, 
except upon religious service, can no- 
\vh« re be more profitably had than in the 
rooms, and amidst the associations, of our 
puMic library.

Miss Boise is Liable to Hold

In the last issue of the Druryite, the

But One Boat Load Succeeds! In Safely 


Reaching Land. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 31.—The Pacific 


Mail Steamship company last evening re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Man- 
zanillo, Mex.: 


Colima sank in 130 fathoms. Steamer 


we Bent last night found nobody alive. 
Three cabin passengers and two sailors got 
ashore at Coiihuayana alive. Until now 
26 persons saved. 


The company has wired to ascertain, if 


possible, the names of the three passengers 
and two suitors noted above. 


Seventy-five miles below San Bias, a 


htirricaiHj^.'as encountered and it was de- 
bated ab to whether or not the ship should 
attempt to gain partial shelter in the shal- 
low and treacherous Banderas bay, which 
has rocks near its entrance, or whether it 
were better to push out to sea. 


One local Mexican passenger, Don Ma- 


tias Moreno, pays the report, was about on 
the deck, and testifies that while cau- 
tiously steering for what, to all appear- 
ances, was the usual entrance, a slight 
tremble was felt to go through the ship. 
It was so faint that » was hardly appar- 
ent to the trained senses of the pilots and 
captain. 
The captnin ordered «i slight 


change in the course and gave other direc- 
tions, which were obeyed by the officers 
and crew. In a few seconds after, the keel 
ground on a rock lightly, and there was at 
once great excitement among the officers 
and crow and fear on the part of the few 
passengers on deck. Following the danger 
signal, in less than 10 seconds the great 
ship crunched on an unknown reef, and a, 
shudder ran through the hull from s"tem 
to stern. 


A ScL'ne of Terror. 


The passengers sprang from their berths 


In terror ai\d ran out on the decks scream- 
ing and praying in a paroxysm of fear, for 
the awful truth seemed to burst upon 
them. The wind howled and a dense piul 
of fog hung over the ship as she was tossed 
by the surges and began to pound herself 
to pieces on the rocks. She rose and fell 
three times and then a crash was heard. 
This was followed by silence for the space 
of a quarter of a minute, during which 
time only loud sobbing was heard and 
muffled prayers. 


"Man the boats!" trumpeted the cap- 


tain, after a short interval, in which an- 
other crash was heard from beneath tVe 
water. The boats had previously be' 
made ready, with all the lifesavcrs plat . 
at convenient phices, although covered 
from the view of nervous passengers. 
Within three minutes of the first crash iu 
the hull the ship began to reel from its up- 
right balance, to settle and to sink in its 
free hindcrpart. The scenes about the life- 
boats were indescribable. According to 
all the testimony obtainable, the panic 
stricken passengiTS and the ship's crew 
struggled for first place, although, to the 
credit of the crew, few of the sailors or 
ship's people lost their presence of mind, 
but gave their main attention to saving 
the passengers. 


A Kreiixied Mother's Act. 


There were a number of children on the 


passenger list and 
one of these 
was 


pitched overboard into the frothing sea hy 
a frenzied mother who aimed for one of the 
lifeboats still upon the davits. 
A woman 


of evident wealth and refinement among 
the passengers, whose name is thought to 
be Bi'oslin or Crusnlyn, displayed remark- 
able presence of mind, and in the mast 
trying moments passed among the frenzied 
throng exhovling the people to keep quiet 
and take particular care of the women and 
children. 


Some of the passengers, not willing to 


await a chance fora place in the boats, 
seized the lifebelts and boldly cast them- 
selves into the sea, to their almost uni- 
versal fate; as they were tossed lifelessly 
upon the waves or dashed against the 
rocks, which were easily observed from 
the fast sinking ship. 
g 


The first boat to be lowered with its 


heavy burden of humanity succeeded in 
clearing the ship's sides, but was swept 
away by the mighty force and swallowed 
by the night of fog. Of this load only one 
of the sailors is known to have escaped the 
engulfing flood which swept over the boat 
within live minutes after it was launched. 
A similar fate befell all the other boats, 
with one exception.

These were followed by the honor- 
ary pall-bearers, ind next came the funeral 
car with the active bearers walking on 
either side. 


Next rode the members of the late sec- 


retary's family and the presidential party, 
and the rear of the cortege was brought 
up by the inemlxTs of the Loyal Legion, 
Grand Army veterans, judges of the 
courts, state and municipal officers, civic 
societies and citizens. The entire line of 
march was crowded with people, who re- 
spectfully liarod their heads as the cortege 
passed. 


Arriving at the cemetery chapel, the 


casket was removed from the funeral car 
and borne within by eight sergeants oi 
marines.

of a ImmlMmH' monument to the memory 
of men who wore the gray and fbu<rht for 
the "lost cause'' under the stars and bars, 
a Ooiifi'ilerate "high-water murk" wns 
established far north of that set at Gettys- 
burg by force of arms; this, too. with the 
niifi'rutl^in^ consent of the. staunch Union- 
ists among whom it is placed, and with 
the assistance of veterans in blue, foes in 
nrius. but friends in pease, doing honor to 
an acknowle'-.red valor which i.s now the 
common heritage of our common country. 
The dedication was accompanied by per- 
haps the mot impressive and imposini: 
ceremonies among the exercises hut down 
for Decoration day in any part of ihr 
union. 


At Cottage Grove avenue and Fiftv- 


eiglith street then, in the outskirts, but 
now in the lu .irt of the city, a stockade was 
built during the civil war and named 
Camp Douglas and there many thousands 
of Confederate prisoners were confined be- 
tween the years 18H2 and 1865. The men 
held there under the restraints which be- 
fell captives of war had spent their live= 
in that balmy climate of the sunny south, 
and the rigors of a northern winter told 
upon them severely. 


As a consequence, 6000 of them were 


lil>erated by death and were buried in 
Oakwood ceinetery, at Cottage Grove av- 
enue and Sixty-seventh street.

JOHN F, ANDREW DEAD 


Apoplexy Carries Off the Distin- 


guished Lawyer-Statesman. 


Son of the Old Bay State's 


War Governor. 


Though but a Young Man He Had Achieved 


Much Fame. 


BOSTON. May 31.—Ex-Congressman John 


F. Andrew was found dead in bod at his 
home on Hereford street, this city, yester- 
day. 
About 8 -.80 a. in. his butler rapped 


at his door, and receiving no answer en- 
tered the room and found him dead in bed. 
Mr. Andrew retired at his usual hour 
Wednesday night, after spending the day 
looking over his summer residence at 
Hinjfham. He complained several times 
last week of severe headaches, but was 
apparently in his usual good health when 
he retired Wednesday night. Apoplexy is 
assigned us the cause of death. 


Mr. Andrew was afflicted with attacks 


of headache when he was in congress, but 
had been free from them for a year or 
more. His general health was very good, 
and death was a great shock to his friends. 
The house and his clubs received messages 
all day. His Hlnghum friends, who had 
seen him in o.xellunt spirits only u few 
hours before his death, could hardly be- 
liove the news. 


JOHN FORRESTER ANDREW. 


Hon. John Forrester Andrew was the 


son of tho wargovt-rpo1', John A. Andrew, 
and wa» bom in Hinghtun on Xov. 16, 
185U. In Islri lie wa-. graduated at the 
Harvard university, und in 1ST5 at tho 
Harvard law M'hool. Hu was a member 
of the house of representatives from Bos- 
ton iu 1SSD, 1SS1 and l&Si. In 1SS4 he was 
a member of the senate. His opposition 
to James (T. Blaine a^ Republican candi- 
date for tln> presidency having changed his 
attitude toward the partv to which, up to 
that time, he owed lii» repeated elections 
to public oilice, Mr. Andrew was fleeted 
to the senate in Icfsi as an Independent, 
and during that term lie showed in some 
measure an affiliation with indcpemn -nt 
and Democratic policy. 


His ancestors came over from England 


about the middle of tho 17th century, and 
settled in Massachusetts. One of tlii'ic 
worthy ancestor-, wan Francis Higginson, 
the first minister of Salem. 


The son of the grand war governor re- 


ceived the first elements of his education 
at the Phillips .school, ]3o,ton. After a 
year or more in Europe, after graduating 
from Harvard, lie returned to the Huh 
with an ambition to shine iu the profes- 
sion in which hi» father had become em- 
inent. This necessitated a course at the 
Harvard law school, after which lie en- 
tered a law office, receiving admission to 
the bar in 1875. Although as time went 
on he took more and more of an interest 
in politics, he did not play an active part 
therein until he received his nomination 
to the legislature in )*)(». 


John F. Andrew was, during his career, 


Out of the \ (Kindest Moll 


in the political field in Mas.vicluiictts. Jf ,• 
looked, perhaps, even younger than he 
was. 
Of average height and compara- 


tively slender build, he was (lie picture of 
good health and good spirits. He was of 
the blonde type, and though he had not 
the curly hair of his famous father, he had 
a pair of clear, bright eye-., which might 
be the counterpart of the war governor's 
in his younger days. 


Although Mr. Andrew was a wealthy 


man, hista.stes were not elaborate, and his 
habits were simple. His dress, while al- 
ways scrupulously nice, was never in- 
clined to ornate effect. He would scarcely 
have been picked out as tho owner of one 
of the largest and finest mansions on Com- 
monwealth 
avenue. His manner was 


pleasant, but had the 


Sing of Unmistakable Decision. 


Mr. Andrew was a diligent worker in 


legal fields. As a lawyer lie was not a 
specialist, but he had an extensive "gen- 
eral practice." His office was in the midst 
of stalwart Republicanism, located iu The 
Advertiser building, where his former as- 
sociates in political life made their organic 
headquarters. 


In this one still sees, in a place of honor, 


as a memento full of suggestion for the 
student of Massachusetts history, tho orig- 
inal signboard which overlooked Wash- 
ington street for many year*., and which 
bears the name of ''John A. Andrew." 
A portrait of the great war governor 
hangs above the fireplace, and it is but 
natural to think of it as having served his 
son as an inspiration in his legal and polit- 
ical career.

Latest From Cuba. 


HAVANA, May 31.— A detachment of 15 


Spanish soldiers near Sagua do TanamOj 
province of Santiago de Cuba, was at- 
tacked by a band of 300 insurgents. The 
soldiers were compelled to seek refuge 
within a wooden building, where they 
made a gallant defense. One sergeant and 
five pri\ ate faoldici's were wounded. 
The 


insurgents lost one killed and 10 wounded. 
A number of insurgents, commanded by 
Campanione, recently attacked a fort at 
Ciimpechuela, near Manainillo, province 
of Santiago de Cuba. The insurgents flred 
upon tho fort for two hours without any 
result. Tho troops returned the flre, but 
the loss of the insurgents is not known. 
Important documents were found upon 
the persons of two prisoners who were 
captured on board the Mascotte. Their 
contents are understood to compromise 
several persons hitherto unsuspected of 
having been in communication with the 
insurgents. 


Saved Nephew's Life. 


SEOUL, May 31. — At the conclusion of 


the trial of the Corean prince, Li Chung. 
the favorite grandson of Tai Won Kun, 
on charges of treason and murder, he was ' 
condemned to death, whereupon Tai Won 
Kun burst into the palace of his son, the 
king, wh» was to have been the principal 
victim of the plot, and besought mercy for 
the convicted assassin. The feeble-minded 
monarch gave way, and sentence was 
commuted to banishment for life. Tai 
Won Kun at length extorted a promise 
that the term of expulsion should be re- 
duced to 10 years. 


At Grant's Tomb. 


NEW YORK, May 31.— Public observance 


of Memorial day was more extensive than 
on any day for a great many years. At 
3:30 o'clock memorial exercises were held 
at General Grant's tomb in Riverside 
park under the auspices of U. S. Grant 
post No. 327.
